CEREMONY MARKED EVENT 


Pen Used in Signing Is Presented to 
Senator Gofer,—Now Up to

people 
tho proposed 
constitutional 
amendment prescribing Statewide pro­ 
hibition was signed by the presiding of­ 
ficers of both branches of the Legis­ 
lature Friday and was approved by 
Governor Colquitt. 
In the Senate the signing of the 
resolution was attended with a little 
ceremony. 
When the measure came 
to him President Pro Tem Hudsptn, 
who is an uncompromising anti-pro­ 
hibitionist, said: 
"I take pleasure In presenting this 
pen to the Senator from Cooke." 
He handed the lien over to Sen­ 
ator Gofer, who* as chairman of the 
prohibition caucus, led the fight for the 
measure in the Senate. 
"I take pleasure in dedicating this 
pen to the womanhood and childhood 
of Texas," said Senator Cofer. 
The pen was one of the ordinary, 
every day sort, used in the Senate. 
Governor 
Colquitt 
promptly 
ap­ 
proved the resolution when it reached 
him, and sent it on to the Secretary 
of State. 
There was no other per­ 
son present when he signed the resolu­ 
tion, and, as he afterw ard rem arked, 
he dedicated the pen to hard and 
continuous work. 


1,500 Homeseekers Arrive.

More

1,500 
hom eseekers destined for various por­ 
tions of Southwest Texas arrived in 
San Antonio in one day last week.

$12,000,000 Texas Co. Bonds for Sale. 
Houston: 
The Texas Company, the 
great Texas oil company, reputed to 
be the only effective rival 
of the 
Standard Oil Company, will shortly of­ 
fer to its stockholders $12,000,000 of 
twenty-year 
convertible 6 per cent 
bonds, according to official announce­ 
ment made here. 
The bonds will be 
sold to the stockholders of the com­ 
pany at par. 
The amount of the sale 
will be used to pay off the floating 
debts of the company and for addi­ 
tional working capital. 
The original capital stock of the 
Texas Company, which was organized 
In 1902, was $3,000,000, but that has 
been increased from time to time un­ 
til now the company has an author­ 
ized capital stock of $36,000,000, of 
which $27,000,000 is outstanding. 


Proposed Text Book Legislation. 
Austin: 
Being the product of a 
committee it is expected th at the new 
textbook hill framed by house com­ 
m ittee on education will have rather 
smooth sailing, although it is revo­ 
lutionary. 
In t..e first place, it con­ 
tem plates a perm anent 
law, under 
which a new' board will be appointed 
every two years, obviating the neces 
sity of legislative action every five 
years. 
Another striking feature of 
the bill is th e prohibition against 
legal representatives 
or tem porary 
employes of book concerns appearing 
before the board at all. 
Regular of­ 
ficers and employes of such concerns 
are not barred. 
The bill provides 
for a selecting committee of five, to 
be composed of the State superin­ 
tendent of education, the presidents of 
the university, A. & M, College, Col­ 
lege of Industrial Arts and one of the 
normal schools. 
This committee will 
select the textbook board of two ru­ 
ral school teachers, two county su­ 
perintendents and ten teachers rep­ 
resenting the various grades in the 
public schools; all must have at least 
first-grade certificates. 


Santa Fe-Cleburne Shops to Enlarge-

WITH 1000 SOLDIERS 


WILL TAKE 
POSSESSION OF IN* 
-SURRECTO GOVERNMENT. 


MAY END THE WSURRECT10N 


General Opinlona at El Paso Is I tv 
surrection Has Passed Into 
History. 


El Paso, Tex., Feb. 15.—Gen. Nav­ 
arro of the Mexican Regular Army, 
with approximately 1,000 men, includ­ 
ing cavalry, infantry 
and artillery, 
rolled into Juarez at 7 o’clock this 
evening amid the acclaim of the in­ 
habitants. 
The troops occupied three passen­ 
ger trains and a work train, the latter 
preceding and carrying soldiers. 
Not 
a shot was fired by the insurrectos, 
and Navarro’s command was not in­ 
tercepted at any of $he mountain 
passes. 
Bridges on this division of 
the 
Mexican Central Railway were 
re­ 
paired by workmen and those below 
were repaired by Navarro as he ad­ 
vanced. 
Navarro left Chihuahua with rein­ 
forcements for Juarez ten days ago, 
but made slow progress on account of 
burned bridges and wrecked railway 
track. 
On the trip northward he was 
compelled 
to 
.rebuild 
twenty-five 
bridges, one of which was 200 feet 
long. 
The reinforcement of the city of 
Juarez is regarded as the most se­ 
rious blow the insurrectos have re­ 
ceived since the beginning of hostili­ 
ties, and the uprising is regarded as 
practically at an end. 
It Is believed 
that it will now resolve itself into a 
guerilla warfare, with the ranks of 
the insurrectos greatly diminished. 
The claim is also advanced that 
Orozco and the others believed that 
the best place for Navarro with his 
large body of soldiers was at Jua­ 
rez, where he is now practically iso­ 
lated and will leave a large stretch 
of territory between here and Chi­ 
huahua and Casas Grandes

of the population could provide for 
themselves unaided through the winter 
and spring. 
In the whole famine district Lob- 
etein estimates that at least one m f 
lion will die of starvation if not aid­ 
ed. 
One cent a day is the smallest 
amount that will support life for each 
person, so that $1,500,000 will be nec­ 
essary to carry the unfortunates along 
for the Ave months they will require 
help. The poor are trying to sell their 
children, but they can scarcely ob­ 
tain a pittance for them and as soon 
a s the real cold and wet weather 
come© (his letter was dated Dec. 28, 
last) the death rate would increase 
greatly.

In Adams county, Ohio, it has de­ 
veloped that more than two thousand 
of the voting population sold their 
votes in the late state election at an 
average of one dollar per head. The 
grand jury has been after them and 
they ar© rushing to the courthouse, 
confessing their crime against the 
franchise and throwing themselves 
upon the mercy of the court.

H ere the effigy rem ained from 1807 
until 1850, when the arch was taken 
down to give place to an iron fence, 
still in use. 
This W ashington relic is kept in the 
fireproof room at the Essex institute, 
Salem, where it is frequently studied 
by artists and others as an odd and 
striking likeness of th© great Ameri­ 
can whom no two artists pictured 
alike.—Boston Glob®.

and lands, stocks

notes of hand of a sufficient amount 
to give each one of his eight children 
what m ust have been regarded at that 
time as a fortune. 
Among these eight children was 
M rs.^Robert G. Shaw, who was the 
grandm other of Col. R. G. Shaw of 
the 54th M assachusetts regiment, of 
George W illiam Curtis, the author and 
orator, and the ancestor of many oth­ 
er descendants who have m arried and 
interm arried with some of Boston's 
most prom inent families. 
There,w ere 
also Rev. Francis Parkm an, who was 
the father of the historian of the same 
name, and Dr. George Parkm an. 
George Parkm an, from whose estate 
comes Boston’s $5,000,000 fund for the 
benefit of the people, was the son of 
Dr. George Parkman. 
Neither 
the 
grandfather, 
Samuel 
Parkm an, nor the father, Dr. George 
Parkm an, in their respective wills, left 
any public bequests. 
The will of Dr. 
George Parkm an, indeed, especially 
provided against 
the 
submission of 
any inventory to the probate court, 
and everything, with as little publicity 
as the requirem ents of the law perm it­ 
ted, was devised to the widow and the 
two children. 
Therefore the amount 
of the wealth of Dr. Parkm an at the 
time of his death in 1849 was never 
publicly known.
